"When I got out of 
the service, I went right to 
law school. A month after I 
got my license, I wound up 
with a capital case. No one

Bailey does not agree that 


actors and l a w y e r s have 
much in common, except for 
a sense of drama and the 
ability to face an audience. 


"Good lawyers don't have 


to be actors. A very good ac- 
tor might not be able to han- 
dle anything that is not writ- 
ten out.

Congress Is 
Edgy Over 
Own Safety 


By JOSEPH E. MOHBAT 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 


members of Congress are get- 
ting edgy about their own safety 
during deliberations wide open 
to the public. 


In the Senate, its 100 mem- 


bers sit and stroll about in a pit 
113 by 80 feet, within easy 
lobbing distance of the 611 gal- 
lery seats above and surround- 
ing them. 


In the House of Representa- 


tives, at the other end of the 
Capitol, up to 435 legislators at 
a time sit and mill about in an- 
other pit, 139 by 92 feet, wide 
open to the 624 gallery seats 
above and about them. 


No protective barriers inter- 


vene in either chamber. Camer- 
as are checked outside. But al- 
though a handful of plainclothes 
detectives sit casually among 
the visitors, ladies clasp hand- 
Dags in their laps; gentlemen 
reach, unmolested, into their 
pockets. 


"When will it be?" Rep. An- 


drew Jacobs Jr., D-Ind., asked 
his House colleagues this week. 
"A year from now? Next week? 
Later this afternoon?" 


"Does anyone doubt that it is 


only a matter of time before the 
odds catch up with this chamber 
and violence visits us again?" 
he asked. 


The event that agitated Ja- 


cobs was the intrusion into the 
House gallery Monday of 75 to 
100 Harlem demonstrators de- 
manding rat control legislation. 
Some battled fiercely with Capi- 
tol police—one of whom remains 
hospitalized-before being eject- 
ed. The House had adjourned 
minutes earlier. 


One demonstrator promised 


the group would return next 
week—with rats.

Boy Trapped 
In Well By 
Rock Slide

LENORE, W. Va, (AP) - 


Falling rock threatened to crush 
a 15-year-old youth trapped mid- 
•way down a well today as res- 
cue 
workers 
called in heavy 


ditch-digging equipment to help 
pull him free. 


"Tell them don't stop," plead- 


ed Leonard Boyce from his en~ 
trapment 14 feet underground. 


He was buried in rock from 


his knees to his chest at 5:15 
p.m. Friday. 


Boyce, of nearby Parsley's 


Bottom, a small mountain com- 
munity near this southwestern 
West Virginia community, was 
fed hot chocolate through a rub- 
ber tube as the lad shivered 
through the night. 


He was trapped while trying 


to Inspect the well for cleaning. 
It is in the sloping front yard of 
a house owned by Wlllard How- 
ell. 


Workers reached Boyce today 


by digging a trench alongside 
the well's casing. But more rock 
began falling on the boy after a 
small hole was dug through the 
side of the well for resuers to 
reach his head. 


Operations then were halted 


because of fears that the youth 
would be crushed by stone. 


"He's holding up better than 


most persons would," said El- 
mer Newsome, a school teacher 
helping with rescue efforts. 


As rescuers gingerly picked 


up rocks from the trench, Boyce 
repeated: "I want out. Hurry 
and get me out." 


He remained calm, however. 


Among the some 150 spectators 
standing by in the predawn 
hours were Boyce's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ben Boyce and his 
tyo sisters about 12 and 13. His 
mother said quietly, "I just 
hope he can hang on." 


Boyce, complaining of pains 


in his side, pleaded frequently 
for water. "Please get me a 
drink of water. Please get me 
out of here," he repeated. 


Fearing even slight vibrations 


could cause more cave-Ins, po- 
lice ordered all truck traffic 
halted on a nearby highway and 
trains were ordered not to run 
in the area. 


Rescue teams included men 


from area coal mines, who at 
first hoped that a trench could 
be dug deep enough to reach 
B oyce's legs and pull him free 
feet first.
